Repo rts o f the latest Nev ada tests to de­ 
termine what an ato mic blast wo uld do to man­ 
kind rev eal little mo re than had been co mpre­ 
hended befo re. Surv iv al wo uld depend o n where 
y o u were and what y o u were do ing . 
If mo re is being rev ealed than is being co m­ 
prehended, that must be charg ed ag ainst so me 
failure in co mmunicatio n, no t failure in co mpre­ 
hensio n. It needs to be ackno wledg ed in this 
respect that the Ato mic Energ y - Co mmissio n, 
the Office o f Civ il Defense and pro bably the 
military establishment, to o , are up ag ainst a 
hard pro po sitio n.

It is being respo nded 
to in v ario us way s, but mo stly with an attitude 
o f defeatism. 
It if were to happen, ev ery thing wo uld de­ 
pend o n chance. Blessed wo uld be the man who 
happened to be fix ing the furnace, ex amining 
papers in a safety -depo sit v ault, v acatio ning 
in the no rth wo o ds o r driv ing o ut in the co uu- 
try to admire the scenerey . He wo uld liv e to 
tell o f man’s inhumanity to man and the co n­ 
sequences thereo f—a sto ry to ld o nly by the 
surv iv o rs o f the blasts at Hiro shima and 
Nag askai, which o ccurred when A-bo mbs were 
still in their earliest stag es.
